An appendix setting forth a markup showing individual amendments to the 
claims is appended to this response. Claims 1 and 10 are amended, claim 4 is 
cancelled. 

Listing of Claims: 

1. (currently amended). An aerosol spray, comprising: 
at least 50% water by weight; 

at least .01% diphenyloxide disulfonate hydrotrope by weight, wherein the 
hydrotrope is selected from the group consisting of compounds of the following formula:

wherein R of the hydrotrope has less than seven carbons and is alkyl or alkene, and X 
of the hydrotrope is an alkali metal; 

at least .01% diphenyloxide disulfonate surfactant by weight, wherein the 
surfactant is selected from the group consisting of compounds of the following formula:

wherein R of the surfactant has less than eight carbons and is alkyl or alkene, and X of 
the surfactant is an alkali metal; and 

at least 1% propellant by weight, and 

further comprising a polyoxypropylene, polyoxyethylene block polymer surfactant 
and an alkyl sarcosinate surfactant. 
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2. (original). The aerosol spray of claim 1 , wherein the R of the hydrotrope is an 
alpha olefin and the X of the hydrotrope is sodium. 

3. (original). The aerosol spray of claim 1 , wherein the R of the surfactant is 
selected from the group consisting of alpha olefins and tetrapolypropylene, and the X of 
the surfactant is sodium. 

4. (cancelled). 

5. (original). The aerosol spray of claim 1 , further comprising an alcohol having 
less than six carbons. 

6. (original). The aerosol spray of claim 3, wherein the alcohol is selected from 
the group consisting of isopropanol and propylene glycol. 

7. (original). The aerosol spray of claim 1 , further comprising a glycol ether. 

8. (original). The aerosol spray of claim 1 , further comprising a corrosion 
inhibitor and acetic acid. 

9. (original). The aerosol spray of claim 1 , wherein the propellant is a 
hydrocarbon propellant. 

10. (currently amended). An aerosol spray, comprising: 
at least 50% water by weight; 

at least .01% ethoxylated acetylenic glycol surfactant by weight; 
a polyoxypropylene, polyoxyethvlene block polymer surfactant and an alkyl 
sarcosinate surfactant and 

at least 1% propellant by weight. 
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1 1 . (original). The aerosol spray of claim 10, wherein the surfactant 
is an ethoxylated C 8 -C 2 o acetylenic diol. 

12. (original). The aerosol spray of claim 1 1 , wherein the surfactant 
is an ethoxylated 2,4,7,9 tetramethyl, 5-decyne 4,7 diol. 

13. (original). The aerosol spray of claim 12, wherein the surfactant 

is selected from the group consisting of compounds of the following formula: 

CpH 3 Cj)H3 (j)H 3 Cj^Hs 
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wherein n and m are each individually selected, and are each between 1 and 30. 
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
